Hazlitt would have been robbed

Almost every London suburb has 
its team of four or five doctors giv- 
ing round-the-clock service with 
proper rest periods for themselves. 


Latest amalgamated practice has 
been. established in Dartford, Kent, 
where 10 doctors have combined in 
three surgeries. Eight men and two 
women, the mnjority of the doctors 
In the town, are working tha 
scheme, with qualified nurses at 
each surgery. 


This gives the patlent a 24-hour 
speciniised service and the doctors a 
weekly day off ard oa night-duty 
rota.
